Independence Day 


Tlie 4th of July is upon us again, and there should be a firm 
redeclication to the pnnciples and ideals that brought forth the 
"great experiment’’ in human liberty—the United States. 

It is customary-to recall with reverence an immortal remark of 
one of the nation’s founders on this most important of dates, but 
perhaps at thi& time in our history, it would be more timely to quote 
a contemporary, an instnactor in political science at Mercy College, 
New York. The pi’ofeasor says, "the Constitution is just a piece of 
papei* which can be scrapped if it has outlived its usefulness. Just 
like anything else." According to his remarks, a.s' reported in the 
Poitland, Oregon, Journal, the basic political and cultural system of 
the United States must be revised even if it means a revolution cul¬ 
minating in violence. 

Fortunately, the professor is protected by the veiy Constitution 
he belittles. Like any other citizen, he may speak his mind without 
fear, which in itself shows that we haye kept faith with the founders 
of our nation. Because of this faith, the professor may speak with 
intemperance. Our detractors notfwithstanding, the 4th of July has 
a deep meaning for most American citizens, and it will be so com¬ 
memorated this year as it always has been in the past. 


FOURTH OF JULY 


On Independence Day, 1967, it might be well for us to remind 
oui'selves that the freedom which we commemorate is not self-per¬ 
petuating. It is something we must work for, conscientiously and 
continuously, even as did our forefathers. They wei’e ready to die 
for freedom; can we do less than strive to nurture and protect it? 

Of the fifty-six who signed the Declaration of Independence, five 
were captured by the British and executed as traitors; nine others 
died from wounds or the hardships of the Revolutionary War. Still 
others saw their homes and plantations de.stroyed. For those who 
lived the reward was povezdiy—their possessions commamier^d, their 
lands laid waste. 

These were the men who gave us an independent America one 
hundred and ninety-one yeai*s ago. They are the men who pledged; 
*‘For the support of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the 
protection of the Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each 
other, our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor." 

Through their sacrifice we do have freedom. We do have our 
unalienable rights of life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 

Let us not take these sacred rights and our God-given freedom 
for granted. There are those who would chip away, little by little, 
these things we cherish most. It’s up to us to prove that we will 
not be deprived of our heritage.

The cane polei can plop a plug 
or dangle a fly with unmatched 
I accuracy. If a toss goes slightly 
I astray it can be yanked back 
! without touching the water and 
j the error erased. Retrieves can be 
I zigzaged over a wide area with a 
I tantalizing flourish. Dappling the 
I surface with the lure is another 
cane pole technique nearly im¬ 
possible to duplicate with othe^ 
tackle. 

Cane pole fisliing is far more 
than just bobbers and worms, re¬ 
mind the Mercury folks, so give 
it another look, or perhaps even 
give it a try. You might start 
catching fish in those difficult

Q. Can I still sign up for the 
hospital part of medicare? 

A. Yes., Unlike medical insur¬ 
ance, there is no enrollment dead¬ 
line for hospital insurance. 

Q. I am 65 years old and have 
[been drawing social security bene¬ 
fits since I retired a year ago. 
How do I go about signing up 
for medicare? 

A. Since you are a social sec¬ 
urity beneficiary you will have 
medicare hospital insurance auto¬ 
matically w*heii you reach 65. You 
will have to sign up for medical 
insurance since this part is volun- 
tai'ily and costs $3,00 per month. 
Because you are on the social 
security rolls, you wull be mailed 
an application which you can fill 
out and retuim if you want med¬ 
ical insurance. Be sure to return 
the application before the month 
of your 65tli biiiihday to get time¬ 
ly coverage. 

Q. My husband will be 65 this 
year but he says he can’t sign up 
for medicare because he is still 
working. I told him he will be 
eligible anyway. Please settle this 
for us. 

A. Your husband does not have 
to retire to get medicare cover¬ 
age, but he will have to file an 
application, preferably in the 3 
months prior to his 65th birthday. 

Q. Suppose I have to have tests 
at the hospital but don’t stay 
overnight—^oes medicare pay for 
the tests?

A. Medicare will pay 80 percent 
of the cost of the tests you re¬ 
ceive within a 20-day period, after 
you have met the special $20 de¬ 
ductible for that period. 

Q. How do I go about collecting 
what medicare is supposed to pay 
on my hospital bill? 

A. Show your medicare card 
when you are admitted and the 
hospital itself will make the claim 
for whatever is due under hospi¬ 
tal insurance. If you received 
services covered under medical in¬ 
surance, such as the services of 
hospital-based .physicians, the bill¬ 
ing procedure may vary from 
hospital to hospital. The hospital 
may send the claim for physi¬ 
cian’s charges directly to the med¬ 
ical insurance carrier or it may 
bill you and you would send in 
the claim. 

Q. I am 67 years old and al¬ 
ready receive sodal security re- 
! tirement benefits. I had a stroke 
last month and cannot work any¬ 
more. Can T draw disability ben¬ 
efits? 

A. No.- Disability benefits are 
paid only to workers who become 
disabled before age 65. There is 
no inci'ease in social security pay¬ 
ments if a peraon becomes dis¬ 
abled after age 65. However, so¬ 
cial security's health insurance is 
designed to help people over 65 
with their medical expenses.
